School taxes will be slightly less 
In Antioch this year but the total 
tax bill may be a little higher for 
moat citizens than it was last year. 

The fact that the township coffer 
is empty accounts for an increase In 
the town tax, while bonded indebt- 
edness accounts for the increase in 
the village tax, according to figures 
furnished by John L. Horan, town 
tax collector. 

Most of the rural schools have a 
high tax rate tills year because of 
building or Increased educational 
costs. 

Horan said that he doesn't expect 
to be able to mall out statements 
until July 23, a month later than 
last year owing to delays at the 
county seat He, expects to be no- 
tified later as to the deadline on 
payments. . 

Noting a multiple of $1.1233 as 
determined by the department of 
revenue at Springfield the rates to 
be charged for 1954 taxes are as 
follows, (Last year's rate is listed 
in the first column and this year's 
in the second.

children from traffic dangers. 

Admitting inconveniences of lack 
of sidewalks, good paved streets 
and street lights, one after another 
told of the greater advantage of 
seclusion and safety to the children. 
,. Among the spokesmen were K. F. 
Dcltrick, Ray Toft, Dr. C. P. Tos- 
sey, . Dr. James Kopriva, Lelliam 
Lempke,* Ray Bruhn, -Everett Runn- 
ficldt, Marvin Topper, and Bruno 
Manzardo.

Plans for the meeting were made 
at the regular meeting of the cham- 
■bcr Monday noon at Smart's Coun- 
try House when it was learned that 
the Ackerman property may . be 
fenced off from public use as a park- 
ing lot, and that the. village board 
is considering the sales tax. 

Possibly available for parking 
purposes is the land back of the 
business houses east of Main st. 

Chairman Ed Sletten of the park- 
ing committee said that a topo- 
graphical plat must be made of the 
area to determine just how much 
can be used as much of it is slough. 

There was indication that the bus- 
iness men would oppose the sales 
tax. 

Village trustees said that now that 
the state had imposed the half ■'cent 
additional tax, there would be lit- 
tle objection -to the public paying 
the other half cent to the village. 
The half cent would be used to pay 
for parking space which would In 
the end benefit the merchants. 

A problem involved in the park- 
ing area east of Main st. is the fact 
that there is an entrance from the 
south but none from the north. A 
trustee said that the village hall 
might be purchased by the business 
men and removed as a northern 
gateway, and the village could use 
the money to erect a village hall 
adjacent to the fire station as orig- 
ins ly was planned.

A letter from State's Attorney 
Robert E, Nelson, received by Jus- 
tice Richard B. Scyfarth today seems 
to insure that the lack of cooper- 
ation which has caused tax drives in 
the past to bog down will not be 
the case this year. ■ Nelson has as- 
sured Supervisor Lloyd Murrie and 
the local Justices that his office will 
make every effort to collect the de- 
linquent tax. 

The letter which follows, author- 
izes the justices to issue summons 
to all who have unpaid taxes.

You are hereby authorized and di- - 
reeled to institute suits in your 
Count against all of the persons in- 
cluded in the list prepared by the 
County Treasurer and delivered to 
you by LLOYD MURRIE, your Su- 
pervisor, for the amount of the de- 
linquent personal property tax for 
the year 1953 set opposite each name 
In said list 

You are further requested to de- 
liver ihe summons issued in- each 
suit .to a Constable to be served upon 
the defendant named therein. .

Seyfarth said today that letters of 
collection will be sent to oil who 
hove delinquent taxes, in the hope 
that non-payment has been an over- 
sight. By paying now before legal 
action is taken, he said, the taxpayer 
will avoid payment of court costs 
and constable fees. These costs will 
amount to about $6.00 per suit and 
in many cases the amount of delin- 
quent tax is not great and it is be- 
lieved that those who have not paid 
will settle, rather than pay ihe ad- 
ditional costs. 

Those who have not paid within 10 
days after mailing of the letter will 
be issued a summons and. called into 
court. State's Attorney Nelson "told 
newsmen today that -a judgment 
would be sought 'by his office in all 
cases, and added .that -defense against 
a tax suit is almost- impossible, 
since it is- only, necessary to, prove 
that the defendant is .the person to 
whom the tax has been assessed and 
.that the tax has not been paid. 

Collection on .the." judgments ren- 
dered will be at order of the coun- 
ty treasurer, who is ex-officio tax 
collector, and Nelson said that his 
office would co-operate in the drive 
100 per cent. 

- It was at the point of collection, 
of the judgments rendered that the 
tax collection drives held in the- 
past have bogged down, but Nelson 
has assured local officials that the. 
full powers of his office will be 
brought to bear for collection this* 
year. 

Bank accounts, automobiles and 
television. sets will be the target' for 
collection of judgments, and Nelson 
said, "While I realize that -tax col- 
lection is never popular, we . feel 
that in all fairness to those hundreds 
of taxpayers who have paul, that 
the elected officials must, in justice, 
collect delinquent taxes. This is 
the only course which will insure 
that all citizens share in the cost 
of government."

The question arises as 
to which medium of entertajnmept 
is most successful In presenting the 
story-^the stage or the screen. 
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Enforce the Driver License Law 

A serious challenge to the Illinois driver license 
law has been presented in a case Involving Armando 
Di Pietro, a Chicago cab driver, whose license was sus- 
pended by Secretary of State Carpentier. Circuit 
Judge Harry M. Fisher ordered the state secretary to 
restore Di Pietro's license, holding that the licensing 
law is unconstitutional. 

The judge's -ruling involves a section of the law 
which gives the secretary of state discretionary author- 
ity to revoke or suspend licenses under certain condi- 
tions, including the conviction of a driver of not less 
than three "moving" traffic violations within 12 
months. This section, the judge fccld, is unconstitutional 
because it delegates judicial and legislative powers to 
an administrative officer and because it violates the 
provision that no person shall be deprived of life, lib- 
erty or property without due process of law. 

Secretary Carpentier, on the advice of Atty. Gen. 
Latham Castle, has refused to restore Di Pietro's li- 
cense pending an appeal from Judge Fisher's decision. 
Mr. Carpentier announced he would continue to en- 
force the law until a decision on its validity is handed 
down by the Illinois Supreme court 

Attorneys for Di Pietro contended that >the law 
grants discretion to the secretary of state in matters 
that should be decided by the courts and cited especial- 
ly a provision under which the secretary may suspend 
or revoke a license of a driver who is "habitually 
reckless or negligent," They pointed out that a driver 
might plead guilty to three violations merely to save 
the time and trouble of waiting for his cases to be 
called in court cven-tho he was innocent of the charges. 

It is hard to generate much sympathy for such a 
driver who has had three chances at court hearings. 
It is even harder to feel sorry for Di Pietro, who has a 
record of 14 traffic violations In 22 months including 
11 charges of running through stop and go lights. At 
one time there were five warrants for his arrest out- 
standing, indicating -that he paid no attention to no- 
tices of arrest. 

DI Pietro not only passed up three chances for 
court hearings, but he failed to appear for a hearing 
before the secretary of state, fo which he is entitled 
under the law. If that hearing had gone against him, 
he could have appealed for a court hearing under the 
administrative review act, which makes all decisions 
of administrative officers subject to court review. It 
docs not appear that he had exhausted all his legal 
remedies before he applied to Judge Fisher. 

Twenty-eight states have driver license laws 
which grant discretionary authority to the chief licens- 
ing officer to revoke or suspend licenses. Several 
cases testing this authority have been carried to the 



high courts of other states and In every Instance the 
law has been upheld. \ 

These courts have ruled that operating a motor 
vehicle Is a privilege, not a right, like the ownership 
of property. It is true that some drivers use their cars 
as a means of making a living, and licenses therefore 
are valuable. Obviously no driver should be deprived 
of his license capriciously, and the Illinois law there- 
fore contains safeguards against possible abuses by the* 
secretary of state or his staff. 

There Is no evidence that Secretary Carpentier has, 
been capricious In his methods. In the first six months 
of this year he has revoked 3,308 licenses, all for ser- 
ious offenses like manslaughter, drunken driving, and 
leaving the scene of an accident. These ore manda- 
tory under the law; the secretary of state has no dis- 
cretion.

With 416 mil- 
lion drivers In the state, it appears that Secretary Car- 
pentier has leaned over backward to be fair.

Let's Have an Honest "Yardstick" 

A news article In the New York Times says that 
the Hoover Commission has been preparing a report 
recommending "that rates for all Federally-produced 
electric power be 'increased. The commission would 
place all such projects under the Federal Power Com- 
mission and revise rates to include the 'equivalent' of 
Federal, state and local taxes and other costs now paid 
by private power companies." . » 

This proposal will be bitterly protested by two 
groups — those who want to keep on having their elec- 
tric bills subsidized by all the rest of us, and those 
whose dream is a federal electric power monopoly. 
Everyone else — which means the vast majority of the 
people — should applaud it. Federal power projects 
either pay no taxes at all or relatively small sums In 
lieu of taxes to local government — the business-man- 
aged utilities pay an average of 23 per cent of all their 
revenues in taxes. Federal projects have all manner 
of other costly advantages — each and every one of 
which must be paid for by the general taxpayers. 

There is growing resentment at this situation. A 
widely-held view was expressed by Representative 
Hand of New Jersey when he said that he was unable 
to accept the proposition that the people of his state 
"should be taxed to build steam plants in Tennessee so 
the people of that area can obtain cheap electricity." 
"To add insult to injury," he contined, "the people of 
other states are not only paying the cost of that power 
development, but at the same" time we are losing our 
industries." Nobody can compete when the public 
Treasury foots a part of the bills. 

Put Federal power on the same basis of doing 
business as private power— and then we'll finally 
learn what the federal "yard stick" rate structure 
should be.

Dead End Streets Taboo 

Mayor McMlllen said that as dead 
cuds the abutting streets in the two 
subdivisions made difficult the re- 
moval of snow, and the handling of 
fire equipment.

unless there is a circle at the end 

with a 500 foot diameter," he said. 

Atty Larson said that he is aware 
of this, and suggested that as a 
plan for Antioch In the future, but 
said that .the Warriner subdivision 
should' be excepted In view of the 
fact -that It had been laid out and 
conveyed to purchasers on the basis 
of the dead end street and seclusion 
which made the properties desirable 
and valuable.

> , Bad Planned Hospital 

4s. Warriner subdivision was the 
dream of the late Dr. W. W. War- 
riner who had planned to erect a 
private. hospital and a residence on 
the land subdivided « by Powles. 
This would- have made a continua- 
tion of Windsor dr. impossible. *HIs 
plan was never realized and recently 
Mrs. Warriner tsold the area which 
is south of the residential subdivi- 
sion to Powles. v 

Warriner subdivision is entered 
through a pillar-flanked narrow 
road on Main st., and a 35-foot wide 
street ■ from First, st The .--main 
street road for a certain distance 
back from the main thoroughfare 
was never taken over by the city, 
but the drive from First street 
through to the end was. It has been 
cleared of snow occasionally and 
.the street repaired. 

The property owners "said they 
feared that connecting tt\h streets 
of the two subdivisions would make 
for a lot of through traffic. The 
trustees thought not, and said that 
the road through the Powles sub- 
division would be a shorter and bet- 
ter exit for those far back in the 
Warriner subdivision than the pre- 
ent entrance. 

•'Traffic Would Be Slowed 

The property owners feared that 
the road might become a bypass 
for the .business section, but this was 
scouted by the trustees. , It was ad- 
" milted " that* traffic would become 
hazardous if not slowed. 

The board took no action and 
promised a trip to the subdivisions 
to look things- over.- The matter 
will be brought up Mayor McMlllen 
said at the next special meeting 
which will be called this month for 
the passage of the appropriation or- 
dinance. 

Trustee Hawkins .said that to 
satisfy the property owners the plan 
to open the street might be deferred 
for a while, but that eventually they 
must expect to give way to public 
requirements and needs. He said 
that when he bought property on 
North Main st,, there- was a corn 
field opposite his house and few ve- 
hicles passed. Now Rt. 21 is a mad 
rush of traffic. > : , 

"I had to expect it," tie said.

Each Year Through 
Careless Accidents 

HANOVER, N, H.— It may sound 
astronomical, but a saving of 
$10,000,000,000 would be accom- 
plished In one year it the people 
of the United States had "nn over- 
whelming desire to be safe and to 
respect the safety of others." 

This is the opinion of Dr. John 
V. Grlmaldl, nationally promi- 
nent industrial accident prevention 
executive. 

While firmly denying that the 
problem of accidents can not be 
solved. Dr. Grlmaldl admits that 
the solution Is not simple because 
"the problem Is people." 

Says Dr. Grlmaldl: "It Is prob- 
able that the average person of 
today Is no more ready to work 
and live safely than his father 
was 40 years ago. The average 
human is a compound of contra- 
dictions. He Is bored with safety. 
He Is afraid to admit desire for 
caution because he Is bold with 
bravado. Couple this with the 
mysterious psychological complex 
which Freud has Identified in 
every human, urging each man 
to a varying degree to destroy 
, himself, and It will be recognized 
that we as Individuals are the 
principal and complex variable in 
the accident causation equation. 

Ways to Remove 
Swallowed Objects 

CHICAGO^-ChUdren seem to be 
born with the desire and ability 
to "Introduce foreign bodies of 
all types Into their ears, noses, 
and throats"; doctors arc con- 
stantly developing new ways to 
get them out again. 

New techniques plus antibiotics 
have reduced the need for sur- 
gical removal of pins, seeds and 
other Items. 

One of the first recorded cases 
of surgery of this kind was> In 
1620 when physicians removed 
nine coins swallowed by a 14-year- 
old boy about to' be robbed of 
them. 

One new way of removing me- 
tallic objects Is by a magnet, a 
very small • one which, attached 
to a string, is lowered into the 
throat and allowed to work its 
way down to the metallic object 
in throat or -intestines, then with- 
drawn, pulling the object with it. 
Now physicians also give anti- 
biotics to prevent infection, then 
wait and watch while the object 
passes naturally. An unusual case 

reported in Los Angeles was that 
of a year-old 'boy who swallowed 
five open safety pins and at least 
12 needles. Given antibiotics, most 
of the' r pins and needles passed 
were V eliminated . naturally, al- 
though?; some 'had toy be removed 
by surgery.;',: U * . 



A rniy Develops Arctic 
Subway In Greenland 

WASHINGTON — The Army Is 
carving an experimental "arctic 
subway" in Greenland's huge 
icecap and will expand the novel 
project if it proves feasible. 

The undersnow tunnel will be 
about 15 miles long and about 25 
feet below the surface. If all goes 
well, electric -"subway trains" 
may one day be scooting under 
Greenland's icy mountains. 

The idea behind such a subway 
would be to avoid such problems 
as weather, navigation, and trail 
marking involved in surface travel 
on the 700,000-squarc-mile arctic 
icecap that covers almost all 
Greenland. 

While the Army did not say so, 
the underground network also 
would be invisible to enemy bomb- 
ers flying the arctic route from 
Russia. The Army has already 
built a number of installations 
under the Ice to house men oper- 
ating the U.S. air station in Green- 
land. 

Army engineers say the cost of 
the tunnel "probably would be 
much less than the average U.S. 
secondary road."
